During 1898, 15419 persons wers em-
ployed, belng a decrease of 432 6.574.-
458 tons of conl was produced, being
an Increase of 1,278,308 tons: 43 fatal
and 159 non-fatal accldents are re-
turned, showing that 138,254 tons were
produced per life lomt, and 32560 tons
per aceldent. 'While the number of
tons produced per life 18 lower than
for 1898, the tons per accident is highor,

Seventeen natlons are represented in
the lista of killed and Injured, and
nearly every occupation from the oul-
glde foreman to the door-tender in the
mine I8 also represented. 4.446 parsors
are employed outslde and 10073 are
employed Inside; 237,881 kegs of pow-
der and 112,149 pounds of dynamite
have been consumed during the year,

There are 1,032 horses and mules
used, 670 bollers generate steam for
the use of engines and pumps, of the
latter 87 are used exclusively to de-
liver the water at the surface, The
average number of days worked was
178.7. Tons of coal produced per em-
ploye, 4,303,
